The Han Who Have* Haino. 


General Chamberlain is a man of such 


interest that the public will not readily 
forget him, although he has retired to 
the Presidency of his college, the State 
of Maine no longer being in any exi- 
gency to require the services of her 
General of Militia. General Chamber- 
lain is a native of Bangor, and fifty-one 
yean of age. His education was at a 
military academy and the Bangor Theo- 
logical Seminary, whence he went as 
Professor to Bowdoin in 1855. In 1862 
he was appointed Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Twentieth Maine Regiment; in 1863 
became Colonel; in 1864 Bngadier Gen- 
eral for gallantry at Petersburg, where 
he was severely wounded. He was in 
twenty-four pitched battles during the 
war, and was six times wounded, rival- 
ing the a errices and scars of our Gen- 
eral Bartlett. Commanding the First 
Division, Fifth Corps, as Major General, 
he led the advance at Appomattox, and 
received Lee's surrender. After the 
war he renewed his professorship of 
uodern languages at Bowdoin, and was 
elected President of the College in 1871, 
after having been four years Governor

Mexican doubloons of a similar char- 
acter have also been offered for sale. A 
doubloon ought to be worth $16, bnt the 
bogus coins are only worth $6.
